Mr, Lowe Ciune to Sierra Ala- 
dre Saturday morning, undei' 
insti actions from tne i ost Oliico 
department to looK into tne 
needs of the delivery system to 
be established here, lie hau 
been .soinewnat dCiayed by tne 
rush of work incident to reor- 
giuiizing tile rmiway mail service 
oi the southwest, and also by 
work of the inspectors m con¬ 
junction with tne department oi 
justice in handling some disloy¬ 
alty cases. 

Two Deliveries 

Air. Lowe recomiiieiuls to the 
department two carriers for Si¬ 
erra Madre, who will make two 
trips daily. 

T'he tirst trip will begin as 
soon as the mail can be dis¬ 
tributed in the morning, prob- 
bably a few minutes alter ten 
o’clock- This trip will dispose of 
about 80 per cent of the day’s 
mail. 

The second trip will begin at 
once alter the three o cIock mail. 
This will be cluefly important as 
a collection trip. Alail deposited 
in bo.xes about town will be 
brought to the post oliice in time 
for the outgoing mail at si.x 
o’clock. 

Collections 

Letter boxes for outgoing mail 
will be placed at eleven points 
throughout the city. These wore 
located so far as possible to ac¬ 
comodate the greatest number ol 
people, considered by the group¬ 
ing of houses in dilferent cen¬ 
ters. 

Carriers 

No instructions have been re¬ 
ceived as yet regarding tne ap¬ 
pointment of carriers. This will 
proljably be ordered as soon as 
the post oliice department re¬ 
ceives Mr. Lowe’s report. Due 
announcement will be made so 
there wdi be ample opportunity 
to put m applications. 

Walks Over Town 

Mr. Lowe desired to make per¬ 
sonal inspection of the entire 
territory to be covered, lie is a 
large man and no lightweight, so 
the postmaster thought it might 
be a kindness to provide a jitney. 
But nothing like that for Air. 
Lowe, lie preferred to wal... 
They walked—ten mile.i by the 
pedometer in two and half 
hours by the clock. Scenic 
Point, Canyon Park, Grand View 
and Live Oak Avenues l rom end 
to end, and a lot of cross streets 
made a tine jaunt in Saturday’s 
sun. 

This little jaunt, with a facul¬ 
ty for asking numerous and 
pointed iiuestions, gave Mr. 
Lowe a tietter knowledge of Si¬ 
erra Madre geography and some 
other things than many resi¬ 
dents acquire in years. 

Boundaries of District 

All of Sierra Madre except 
some of the extreme fringes will 
have mail delivery service. Af¬ 
ter mailing the rounds, Mr. Lowe 
determined upon the following 
boundaries and streets for the 
territory to be served:

House Numbers i 

Ollicial house numbers may be I 
secured without cost from tiie i 
city clerk. Most houses are al-j 
ready numbered. But a consid-1 
erabie number will have to be 
luimbeied before they can have 
mail delivered to them. 

A limit of distance of houses 
from the street, probably 4U feet 
will be set. Where houses are 
further back it will be necessary 
for patrons to place a mail box 
on a post or tree neai’ the sti'eet. 
fills is made necessary by the 
large territory which the car¬ 
riers will have to cover, and tlie 
need for saving time in every 
way possible.

FINAL SUMMONS FOR 

MR. EUCLID MARTIN 

Euclid Alartin of Oak Knoll, 
fatlier of Airs. C. C. Montgomery 
passed away on Saturday- His 
death removed a pioneer busi¬ 
ness man of the middle west and 
lionorod resident of Southern 
Calk'ornia. 

Air. Alartin was born in 
Aloiindsville, \’a., in 1817, and 
drove a “prairie scliooner" from 
tliere to Omaha in 18S2. He 
was a notable figure in its busi¬ 
ness and civil life for nearly 
thirty years. 

Soon after locating in Ornalui. 
he organized the implement jo’u- 
bing house of Purlin, Orendorff 
& Martin Co., one of the most 
prominent concerns in its line in 
the country. He continued act¬ 
ively as the liead of this enter¬ 
prise until 1909, when lie moved 
to Ivos Angeles to make his 
home in California. 

During his career in Omaha, 
Air. Alartin was prominently 
identified with public activities, 
at one t.'mc being president of | 
the Commercial Club of Omaha.! 
He was postmaster of tlie city 
during the administration ol 
Grover Cleveland. He was prom¬ 
inent in state and national polo- 
tics, in which he took an active 
interest, serving at one time as 
Chai 1^^111 of the State Demo¬ 
cratic Committee of Nebraska. 

Alontgomery are 
left her mother and two 
brothers, George C. and Gaylord 
J. Martin. Private funeral .ser¬ 
vices were held on 'Fuesday.

That will en¬ 
sure the whole sume being de¬ 
voted to the vitally necessary 
work of the army and navy 
whicli holds such a laige place 
in the hearts ol every patrioLc 
citizen as well as of the soldiers 
and sailors themselves. 

It’s All Needed 

Suggestions that the canvass 
should be called off when the 
$500 allotment was raised did 
not appear feasible. When it 
was se'n that figure would un¬ 
doubtedly be exceeded the 
workers were instructed to give 
Iieoplo merely the opportunity to 
help but not to exert any pres¬ 
sure to secure large amounts be- 
cau.se of the likelihood of other 
calls in the not distant future. 

The total secured under those 
conditions is abundant testi¬ 
mony to the desire of the aver¬ 
age man and woman to lend a 
helping hand. In justification

"ine tiling tliat counts is, not when the^wur siiall end, 
but wliat It snail be seen to mean, foi' tlie war to close and 
tne world not know wnat it has been ligntmg about, would . 
be tile supreme catastropne ol Instory. iernbie as Uie war 
is, tne pence which tne pacilists propose would be more ter- 
iible. A conipronuse would be a betrayal ol tlie peoples ol 
every nation and would issue in univeisul mental and moral 
coniusion .... 'the imilions who have died would have 
died m vain . . • . .i’lie judgment day would nave come and 
gone without our discerning tne judgment upon us, or even 
ivnowing we had been judged, 'the supieine opportunity oi 
man would iiave proved iiinnseil greater tluui man. 

A socialist and a pacinst vvlict is willing to light lor a 
permanent iieace, Dr. lierron has been one ol the best inter- 
pielers and must syiupataelic supporters of President V\il- 
son s progiaiu to make the world sale tor democracy. He 
lias dune a vast amount oi good with his writings in 
Luropcaii periodicals to counteract the in.sitlious and omni¬ 
present German propagantia lor peace on a ialse basis.
